The King of Prussia bas had & narrow escape
from losing his lile by a eolllsion on the rall-
rond, he being a passenger in one of the oars,

In the North German Parliament, Count Bls.
mark spoke against the clauee to the Army bill
conferring ihe right on the Commander-in-
Chief tu increase the army os far as necessary;
but it was, uevertheless, ndopted by a large
majority. Coupl Bismark's srgnment was, that
such sctlon on the part of the Commander-in-
Chie! would always have a tendency to disturb
the perace wnol ooly of Germany, but of all
Europe.

THE PRESIDENTIAL CONTEST.

The public withdrawal of Speaker Colfax
from the contest for the Republican nomins-
tion lenves Mr. Chase as the only competitor of
Ginnt; but those who think the Chiel Justice
will muke feeble fight may tud themselves mis-
tuken., Alrendy the negro clemeot la being
moved in his favor, nnd there i probability of
his receiving considerable gupport from that
power in the South, since the blacks can con-
trol the delegntes to the Counvention from all
the Southern Btates. Mr, Colfax’s friends de-
sign making him the next Governor of Indinna,
{hough he prefers to remain in the Houose of
Representalives, Bhould he consent to run for
Governor, the Democrats will probably pit
pgainst him Senator Hendricks, their ablest
and strongest wan, and the contest then to fol-
low will be an exc'tlng one, as the gandidates
would etump the Stste together. Mr. Heuo-
dricks was lormerly Commissioner of Patents,
was candidate for Governor in 1560, but was
defeated by Henry 8. Lusmne, and was subses
quentiy clected Senstorial collengue of hig old
competitor, who had been scot lo the Senate

General Butler’'s Repudiation Scheme.

The following article from the Milwaukea
Senfinel, s Republican paper, 18 the most
forcible and pertinent exposure of Genernl But
Jer's repudiation scheme that we hiuvo seens—

* % * dGepernl Butler’s scheme is simply
this:—To nn{ certain United States bonds ealicd
H-20s (thut is, mude paysble at any time after
five yenrs and within twenty years, at the
’gﬂnticm of the Goverument) in greenbacke,

118, he says, the Government hias a right wo do,
beeause it did vot uot specily in the boud that
it was to be pad 1o coin, and becaase it hud
mude greeubacks a legal-lender between Indi-
vidunl citigeny,

“Now lel us snalyze this legal<tender act, It
provides that i’ A owes B $100 Le stinll be dis-
charged from that obligation by paying B $100
iv greenbacks or legalaender notes, Very well:
what 14 o ereenback? It is simply u promise of
the Goveroment to pay the bearer 50 many dol-
Inrs. The Legal-tender sot, therefore, does not
copsider B puid, for 1t provides thut he shall
receive from the Governmeat a promise to pav
him and let A go free. A is discharged from his
obligution to B, but the Goveromewut is not. It
has simply taken the place of A and assamed his
responsibility to B, It B were paid by the trans-
netion the Government would owe him nothing
and the greenbacks would be eancelled, else
would get his pay twice, But the Legaltender net
does not once hint that the greenbacks are can-
oclled in the operstion, or that the Government
s not still vound to pay the promised dollars, On
the contrary, it1s on the aesumption thint the Gov-
ernment will pay them that B le compelled to take
the potes in liew of his claim upon A, Itis un-
dergtood all sround that the Government cannot
pay the dollars and take up the greonbacks at
present,  Bat leds equally well understood that
the Government |1s buund 1o do so, and that the
faith of the notion I8 irrevoeably pledged thut it
will do it a8 soon me it cang otherwise Treasury
notes would not be worth the paper they are
printed on, and the Legal-tender act would be
merely an arbitrary enactment that all existing
creditors should go without their pay. The
greenbacks might be worth sometbing antil all
rrt-v--."lalinx debts were rubbed ount by them:

hencelorward all eredit upon their faith wouald
cease, aud they would be on n par with Confede-
rale notes, payable six months after never,

Goverument has assumed Vs debt to 0, just ns
it did A's debtto B, B is now pald. because O
has advanced the tangible value for the Govern-
ment and taken its obligation to puy, Thus the
rreenbacks may go on through the whole alpha-
ét, no one being paid when he receives them,
but only when he parts with them for value
which the next man advances for the Govern-
ment, The Legaldender sct, then, only eu-
forces a constant shifting of obligations against
individuals for obligations agulust the United
States,

“Now let us return and inquire what ia the
nuture of a Fivetwenty bond 7 1613 simply a

promise on the part of the Duited Siates to pay
the holder so meny dollars, What is the meun-
ilng of the word ‘doliar,’ as used n the bonds?
General Buller says that it menons ‘greenbacks —
n legal tender,’ But what s a greenbick—n legal
tender? We will take one from our wallet and
read. Here it is:—'The United States will pay
the bearer one dollar al the Treasury in New
York.'! That is the dollar which tGeneral Butler
says is promised i the bond—not the dollar in
the Treasury in New York, but the bit of paper
which promises the dolinr. A dollar, says
GGeneral Butler, is the promise of a dollar! And
he onlls on this great nation to stand up belore
the nations of the eatth and say to its creditors,
‘That dollsr I promlsed you was only the pro-
mise ol & dollar—certainly—a dollar 13 nothing
but the promise of & dul'ar; take itand begone !
An individunl who should attempt such u trick
would be called b‘r every oue A contemptible
sneak and scoundrel.

“1t might be expecied that the crelitor would
n+k who is to pay this last promisc ? According
to General Butler's seheme this is vever to be
paitd: it does vot need to be paid; it Is ite own
pavment, The Goverument has the right to
talel one promise with another of the same
kind which is not to be fulfilied ! 1f the second
prowise 18 to be faltilled, how Is it to be done?
Ifat is by & third promise of the same kind,
what better is that than the Grst or second pro-
mise? If it is to be paid in Lhe thing pro-
mised, which means a certain quantity ol gold
or ellver, why is it not &3 well to pay it on the
firet promise as on the third one, provided the
creditor will wait equally long for it? The
question involved in the Butler scheme is not
as to the Lme, bul as to the manner of pay-
ment—not whether it shall be made at the end
of five years or twenty, but whether It shali
be made in the thing promized or in another

yromise of the same thing, Supposa & mMan owes
General Butler s dollar, und the Genersl ssks
him to pay it. He says, ‘Yes, 1 promise to pay
it.'! He asks him again, Agan he answers,
‘Yes, | promise to pay it He asks him the
third time to pay bim that dollar. He answers
the third timwe, ‘Yes, I promise to pay you that
dollar,) The General replies with some-warmth,
Then pay it now.' The creditor replies, My
dear Gepersi, | bave paid you, I have three
times promised to pay you, and |8 not a promise
of payment a sufficient payment? Pray, sir,
bhow many promises do fuu think It tukes to
make n doliar ¥’ Probably the General wouald
bont the lellow from his presence, and never
ask him for 1he dollur sgatn, and take gosd care
that he never owed him another. And yet Gen*
Batler calls npon the Goyerument of the United
States 10 do this very thing with Its ereditors,

*'But General Butler's schome not ouly pro-
poses to redeem one promise with auother
which Is never to be redeemed, bot to redeem o
promise which draws interest by one whlch dues
pot draw interest, To illustrate this, we will
suppose that Geoeral Butler holds a vole against
Charles Bumner for one thousand dollars, pay-
able iu two to five ‘Yenn, at the option of the
maker, pavable semi-avnually. The two years
are explred, and Mr., Sumoor goes to General
Butler sod says—‘Gopernl, I nm tired of payiog
interesl on that pote, and wish Lo pay 1L Gene-
ml  Butler replies, ‘Very well, yoa have
n_ right to take it aup' r. Bumuner
offers b his  own  nole for the
smovunt without iuterest, The General saye
to Mr. Buwner, ‘l bhave your promise to pay
ulready, If you wish to take up funr nate pay
me the money,” Mr, Sumner replies, ‘General,.
I d1d Indeed promise to pay you 40 many dollars,
but you know that ove promise may slways be
redecmed by another of the satoe kind, unless it
i# otherwlse r:pro«l(y provided in the promise.’
General Butler veplies, ‘But this is not even &
prnn‘:loe ot 1he same kind; It promlses no fnte-
rest.” Mr, Sumper, with bis scoustomed good
nature, renw-t. ‘Very true; but, General, you
should un tand that as the second promise
always cancels the debt, [ am po longer bound
to pay interest,’”

Orvieto, The place, which had previously been
in possession of the wsargents, and was retaken
by the Papal troops, was defended in a spivited
manner by the Pontliical Zouaves, and the Gari-
baldians were repulsed by the garrizon.

General Garibaldl the elder is gtill in position
before Monte Rotondo at the head of a revolu-
tionary force, numbering, as reports go, from
tour to five thousand men. The place ia de-
fended by two compan {es of the Antibes Roman
Legion and about one hundred men of the Pipal
gendarmes, who bhave already been successfol 1n
resisting two nssaults made upon It by the Gari-
baldiang, Onpne thonsand soldiers of the line of
the Pope's regular army marched from Rowme
to-day to reinforce the detwchment serving in
Monte Rolondo.

Italian Government, and centrary to and In de-
fiance of the law. Europe knows that the losar-
reotionary flug which is bearlng destraction

to the temporal sovercignty of the Head
of the Chureh la not his. 'The state of
affairs  lmperils the peace of Italy and
mposes  upon  her king the daty of

endesvoring to save her from a war with
France. A war belween France and Italy would
be regarded aa a fratricldal war, engaging two
groal armies, the mwen of which had quite ro-
cently combated side by slde In the same cause
for ireedom and unity. The King, therefore,
appents to his subjects noting with the Garibal
dian bande in the States of the Church to return
